_ HABIT. 


It’ would be interesting if we 
could take stock of all our actions 
with thé object of testing how 


.| many of these are “ thought out” 
“in advance, and how far they are 


mechanical, without thought~— 
the result of habit. ‘We suppose 
most people always sit, at the 
sazae place during meals, neyer 
thinking of moving. to a chair at 
ancther side of the table. Why? 
Is it-not just a question of habit ? 
Then, on the ferry or the car, 
most folk. unconsciously attempt 
to get the same seat day after 
day. They do not always get it, 
but, on the average, there are 
certain seats where they are, 
most likely:to be’ found. Even 
in such a small matter as putting 
on “one’s boots or shoos, most 
men regularly put on the right 
(or maybe left) one first; they 
could not tell- you why they do 
not reverse the precess.- It would 
seem thatthe older we’ get, the 
more we’ become creatures of 
habit, almost like mechanical 
dolls in fact. 


“In the office it ix just the 
some. Each of us has his own 
particular way of opening chits 
or letters, One person tears 
rl off -a®. corner of: the envelope 
and inserts ‘a finger. Another 
‘tears off the whole end. Still 
another, slits the flap with ‘a 
paper-knife, or hunts for the 
scissors and cuts an end off the 
envelops. All this is done 
mechunically, and very few per- 
sons vary their methods from 


one year’s-end to. another. There} 


is no way: of ‘calculating these 
things out with exactitude, ‘but it 
seems ax if at least half of ‘our 
actions must -be mechanically 
performed, without thinking, the 
result of habit. Life is largely 
routine, and. routine develops

The Arms Case. 

The “big arms "cake" as the 
man-in-the-street termed it. has 
ended in our police courts with 
a fine of $500 being impoxed on 
thee accused. This very lenient 
sentence, in view of the seeming 


 <eriousness'of the charge brought 


by the police authorities, must be 
a surprixe,to everyone who has 
followed the gradual tightening 
of the law against the smuggling 
of arms and ammunition. Pre- 
sumably the. chief factor in 
fayour of ‘the accused man 
was the proof that. he was 
not concerned in 

arms into. the. Colony, 
where local desperadoes ‘could 
have the use of them, but was the 
intermediary for plotters in’‘Can- 
ton. It would thus be con- 
ceivable that his offence could be 


‘viewed more in’ the light of a 


political one, even’ though a 
breach of our laws. Neverthe- 
less, it is not pleaxant to think 
that arms should have passed 
through Hongkong to,the porses- 
sion. of probably unscrupulous 
men on.the mainland. “We sup- 
pose it is now “up to” our police 
force tu see that none of these 
weapons and ammiunition come 
back via travellers from Canton to 
Hongkong. All the .same, one 
cannot help feeling that there is 
a sense of incongruity in the fine 
points of the Jaw, especially s0 
soon after the new penalties in- 
troduced last week in an Ordin- 
ance that. was felt to. be 
sufficiently urgent to be passed 
through all its stages.
